Dr.  G.  Crawshaw  retired  from  his  post  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  March,  1950,  having  held  the  post  for  22  years. 
Tribute  must  be  paid  to  his  excellent  service  and  good  wishes 
are  extended  to  him  for  the  future.
